On Tuesday Senator Jonas addressed

He was in favor of the high protec- 
tive duties which had existed since the 
beginning of the civil war, because they 
stood the best test, that of experience 
and because at no tima iii history hac 
the country been so prosperous as i 
was to-day.

The <:oiuiu£ Coronation. 


At Moscow preparations for the coro- 


nation of the Czar are proceeding upon 
a fabulous soale of magnificence. Etevea 
miles of tables are being constructed 
for a banquet on the plain, and eighty- 
five circular counters for the distribu- 
tion to the mujiks of 900,000 pies. Itu- 
benstein is to write a march;and direct 
an orchestra of 1,000 musicians and 
30,000 choristers.

vats, to hold free beer, are being built 
in public places, and an English com- 
pany is covering the Kremlin with 
•lectric lights.

THE MEIiABKEY BILL. 


An Act to regulate the charges for 


sarrying, hauling and storing of prop- 
erty by inter-State railroads within the 
State of Nevada, and prescribing penal- 
ies for the violation of its provisions: 
The people of the State of Nevada, rep- 


resented iu Senate and Aasambly, do 
enact as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 


jersons, persona, company or corpora- 
ion organized or doing business in this 
itate, and engaged, either alone or as- 
sociated with others, in carrying or 
transporting property by railroad, whose 
railroads run continuously from any 
boundary of the State of Nevada, to any 
other boundary of said State, 
within 


this State, to carry or transport such 
property beyond the place of its final 
destination within this State, or to carry 
any such property in any direction 
than its final destination, or any greater 
distance than is actually necessary to 
enable such person, persons, or corpor- 
ation to deliver such property at its des- 
tination. 
Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 


any such person, persons, company or 
corporation to charge, demand, collect 
or receive a greater compensation for 
carrying or transporting property from 
any point upon the Una of such rail- 
road within this State to any other 
point upon the line to such railroad 
within this State than is charged by 
such carriers for carrying or transport- 
ing goods or property of like character 
from the same point of shipment over a 
greater distance of the same road. And 
it shall be unlawful for auch carrier to 
charge, receive, collect or demand a 
greater compensation for carrying or 
transporting property received by it al 
any point within this State to be trans 
ported or carried to any other point in 
this State than is charged or collected by 
such carrier or carriers for transporting 
similar property for the same destin 
tion over a greater distance of the sal 
in this State; provided, however, that 
n» case shall the compensation so 
charged exceed the sum of six cents pel 
ton, of two thousand pounds, per rai 
for each mile such property may b 
actually carried within this State. 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful fo 


any such pwson or persons, company 


r persons, who may sustain damage 
hereby, all damages sustained, to ba 
eoovered by the person or persons ao 
'amaged, in any of the Courts of this 
itate having jurisdiction, of the sum so 
laimed, and all oases where damages 
are so claimed; and any such person, 
lersons, company or corporation shall, 
or the violation of any of the provisions 
if this Aot, forfeit and pay a penalty of 
not less than one thousand and not 
more than five thousand dollars, to bs 
recovered in the name of the Statt of 
Jevada in any Court of competent ju- 
risdiction; and the judgment in suck 
cases shall include all costs of the ao- 
ion, including such compensation to the 
nformer and to the District Attorney, 
not exceeding one hundred dollars each, 
as th* Court in its discretion shall nd- 
udge to be proper. 


Section 9. All Acts and parts of Acts 


n conflict with this Act are hereby 
repealed. 


A Startling Mtory. 


Woodland woke up last Tuesday 


morning and found itself surprised up- 
on learning that in the murderer's cell 
in the county jail lay Frank Bahm, who 
until January 8th, had been Sheriff of 
Yolo county for one term, and been in 
charge of the very place in which ho is 
now a prisoner, and that his friend and 
cousin, George Bahm, had been taken 
to the station honse in Sacramento for 
safe keeping, and to guard against im- 
proper communication. The cause of 
these arrests is the belief that the ex- 
Sheriff murdered his Under Sheriff, 
John E. Maltby, and then carried out a 
devilish plot to conceal the crime. 


The Salary Law has been repealed, to 


take effect two years hence, but the 
Legislature hat not yet reduced and 
revised the old fee schedule. Foloy's 
Senate bill makes a reduction of thirty 
per cent., while Yarian's Assembly bill 
reduces the charges about one-half. As 
no fee bill that can be framed will be 
just to every county, there is a possibil- 
ity that neither of the present bills will 
become laws, in which event the people 
will wish the Salary Law had remained 
in force. 


M. M. Towne, a brother of A. N. 


Towne, General Manager of the Central 
Pacific, has been appointed Superin- 
tendent of the eating houses, dining 
and lunch rooms of the Union Pacific 
Railway Co. Mr. Towne has purchased 
the Thornburgh House, at Lnramie City, 
where his headquarters will ba estab- 
lished, and from whence ba will have 
general supervision. 


The JOUBNAL will soon undertake to 


show that there has not been a single 
connty in the State but what has been 
benefited by th* Salary Law, using the 
years 1879-80 and 1881-82 for compari 
sou, and notwithstanding the fact that 
the salaries were largely increased, and 
that the provisions of the law were 
often outrageously abused by venal and 
corrupt officials. 


In favoring the repeal of the Salary 


Law, Senator Denuis, of Elko, said he 
was satisfied the criminal business of 
the counties would bu better attended to 
under the fee system. Under the old 
fee system it was often too well attend- 
ed to by the officials. 


Senator Slater has presented in the 


U. S. Senate the memorial of the Ore- 
gon Legislature pruyiug for an increase 
of rate per icilo allowed for public sur- 
veys iu Oregon. 


The Star-rout* men are badly demor- 


alized by Beredell's testimony; the in- 
former was again on the stand and gave 
more damaging evidence against Dor- 
s«y and Brady.

RICH OBB FBOM NAVAJO.—As was 


stated not long ago the ores milled by 
the Navajo Company for six mouths 
jave an average of over $200 to the ton. 
Bince then the report has likewise been 
published that »hs> ore in that mine was 
showing aa improvement as depth was 
attained. 
The truth of the latter asser- 


tion is fully demonstrated by a chunk of 
ore from that mina, now to b* seen at 
the office of the company here. The 
piece is almost pure silver, going 900 
fin* in its crude state. It was extracted 
from the lowest point where ore is be- 
ing stoped out, and is four inches thick, 
six inches wide and twelve inches long. 
Th* small amount of ladge matter con- 
tained in it renders the ore very brittle 
and it is easily crushed in the fingers. 
Were it not for the friable nature of the 
material, a chunk weighing its much as 
a man could pack could have been pro- 
cured us easily as the piece in the office, 
as there is plenty of it to b* had in and 
around the vicinity that yielded tho 
specimen.—[Tusoarora Miinirg News.

transporting of property, as provided in 
the first section of this Act, to charge o 
receive any greater compenstion per ca 
loai of similar property for carrying 
receiving, storing, forwarding or hanlin 
tke same for a shorter than for a longer 
d.stance in one continuous carriage. 


Section 5. No individual, company or 


corporation mentioned in the first sec- 
tion of this Act, owning, operating or 
managing any railroad in this State, the 
termini of which are not in this State, 
shall charge a greater or higher rate for 
the transportation of passengers be- 
tween any points, places or localities 
within this State than four cents per 
mile for each passenger over the ag» of 
twelve years, with ordinary baggage not 
exceeding one hundred pounds 
in 


weight; and for each passenger of the 
age of twelve years or under, not ex- 
ceeding two cents per mile, with baggage 
not exceeding fifty pounds in weight, 
Fractions of a mile may be reckoned as 
a full mils in computing fares and 
freights. 


Section 6. It shall ba unlawful for 


any individual, company or corporation 
operating or managing any snob railroad 
within this State, to refuse to receive, 
carry and deliver any lawful, proper and 
customary freight, or passengers, at. any 
station, depot or side track now oust- 
ing or which may hereafter be estab- 
lished. 


Section 7. If any person, persons, 


company or corporation mentioned in 
the first section of this Act shall make 
imy unjust discrimination in its rates or 
charges of toll or compensation for the 
transportation of passengers or freight 
of any description, or for the use and 
transportation of any railroad cur upou 
its said 
road, it shall be deemed

lect or receive from any person or per-

Native Silver. 


The Enterprise local reporter has 


been shown some specimens of ore from 
the Harris mine, near Washoe Lake, in 
which ara to be seen beautiful fern-like 
sprays of native silver. This rich ore 
was found last Friday. 
The bulk of 


ih« ore ia black sulphuret and chloride, 
but the native silver indicates great 
strength in the vein. Mr. Harris ap- 
pears to be on tho eve of making a 
grand discovery. His mine is located 
at a night of about 1,000 feet above the 
level of Washoe Lake. The mountain 
in which the mine is located is capped 
with iron, and through this run veins 
of quartz from oue to five feet thick.

HELLING WHISKY TO INDIANS. 


An Important Communication 


•Prwm The Commissioner. 


Some time ago several persona at 


Belmont expressed the opinion that the 
Sheriff had no right to arrest and in- 
carcerate Indiana for disorderly con- 
duct, whereupon Deputy Sheriff W. 8. 
Bryden wrote to the Interior Depart- 
ment for information, and following ia 
the answer:

Belmont. Nevada, 
Sir: I am in receipt of your latter 


dated 25th ultimo, by reference from 
the Honorable Secretary of the Inter- 
ior, in which you inquire whether "a 
Sheriff or Deputy can arrest Indians for 
any offense they may do, and if they 
must be taken before on Indian Agent?" 


In reply I have to state that it is pre- 


sumed from ta« teuor of your letter 
that you refer to Indians who are guilty 
of disorderly conduct, and commit grave 
offenses under the influence of liquor, 
while away from their 
reservations. 


Not only are such Indians amenable to 
the laws, but the white persons who 
furnish them the liquor are aubject to 
fine and imprisonment. The Indians 
who violate the laws while off their res- 
ervation, can be dealt with just the 
aame as while persona guilty of like 
offenses. They must answer to the 
local courts where the offense is com- 
mitted, and not to their Agent. The 
whit« man who sells them the liquor, is 
amenable to Section 2139 of the U. S. 
Statutes, which declares that "Every 
person who sells, 
exchanges, gives, 


barters, or disposes of any spirituous 
liquors or wine to any Indian, shall be 
punishable by imprisonment for not 
more that* two years, and by a fine of 
notmorethan three hundred dollars." 


If the citizens ot your place who thus 


complain of "drunken disorderly In- 
dians" would strike at tha root of the 
evil by doing what they can to enforce 
the penalties of the act referred to 
against these persona who furnish tha 
liquor to the Indians, they would havo 
no further cause of complaint.
